Open New Avenue of Profit zo Kansan 


n't there some phase of the cattle busi- 
_ it is still possible to make a 
profit? That was the question that Henry 
Rubick, progressive Franklin county, Kans., 
stockman asked himself just about a year 
ago. Then he proceeded to answer his own 


— Rubick made a careful study of every 
kind of cattle that it would be possible for 
him to buy. He considered stock calves, 
heavy feeders, lightweight yearling stock- 
ers, feeding heifers, and then finally he 
made his decision. He came to market and 
made a purchase of 80 Aberdeen-Angus 
stock cows, raised in the range section of 
Texas and bred for early spring calves with 
pure bred Hereford bulls. ; 

From the very beginning, Mr. Rubick’s 
decision Was a wise one. His earliest indi- 
cation that the project would be a success- 
ful one came when the cows produced a 94 
per cent calf crop and raised the “young 
bloods” to maturity without a casualty. 

The offsprings were black like their moth- 
ers with white faces giving them the Here- 
ford appearance. Mr. Rubick wintered the 
cows and put them on early spring pasture 
with their calves, creep feeding the new 
crop throughout the entire summer and in- 
to the fall. They were still suckling calves 
when he brought the entire string of calves 
into market this week as high grade baby 
beeves. 

An eastern order buyer, particularly at- 
tracted to the lot, bought the entire string 
at $5.50. They averaged 559 lbs. and after 
figuring a few minutes, Mr. Rubick an- 
nounced that the calves brought him $6 a 
head more than the original cost of his cows 
cost last fall, and the brightest feature of 
all was that he still had his cows, healthier 
and better than ever after a year on his 
farm. His buying and selling on the mar- 


ket was done through the Magrath Live 
Stock Commission company. 
Most of the calves were from six to nine

months old, none of them being more than 
10 months of age. They took on an excep- 
tional gain for suckling calves and attracted 
considerable attention before they were sold. 
Mr. Rubick pointed out that the Aber- 
deen-Angus-Hereford cross was an ideal one 
for creep feeding and that he planned to 
use the same one again for next year’s crop. 
Mr. Rubick’s plan proved to be such a 
popular one that several of his neighbors 
became taken with the idea and have bought 
similar strings of stock cows. This year 
with most of the bred cows available at 
around $2, they feel that the proposition is 
an absolutely safe one and that there is ev- 
ery opportunity to produce a profit on them. 
The idea is one, which, if it were used in 
general by stockmen all over the corn belt, 
might prove a boon to the fat cattle indus- 
try. In producing creep fed calves weigh- 
ing around 600 lbs., the feeder gets his ani- 
mals ready for market as much as six 
months or more before regular finished 
beeves would be prepared. At the same 
time it takes twice as many of the young 
calves to make as much tonnage as one ma- 
tured steer and a general practice of creep 
feeding would cut down the tonnage of beef 
storage stocks, which is the thing that econ- 
omists have pointed out as the quickest 
method to recovery in the cattle industry.— 
Drovers Telegram, Kansas City, Oct. 13th.

THE FORUM. 

Your issue of August, 1933 is sure the 
climax. I enjoyed it very much and read it 
from cover to cover and then read it some 
more. I sure had a feast on Prof. Holbert’s 
Aberdeen-Angus tree and could almost 
taste the fine sirloin steaks and roasts some 
of those old veterans of the tree had pro- 
duced in days gone by. I can enjoy the tree 
because I am familiar with many of the 
animals pretty well down on the trunk of 
the tree, having been in the Aberdeen-Angus 
hieeding business for thirty eight years, 


but I am just a little like Mr. Auld, I 
think it is kind of a 50-50 process in which 
often the female has as much to do with 
the breeding process as the male. Take 
for instance Blackcap McHenry 104th the 
dam of Blackcap Revolution and Blackcap 
Bertram two of the greatest bulls of the 
breed yet from different sires. Earl Mar- 
shall was the sire of Blackcap Revolution 
and Eston of Denison was the sire of Black- 
cap Bertram. Neither one of which were 
considered great show bulls, but extra good 
breeding bulls. We might go on back to 
Black Monarch of Emerson 2d that sired 
Blackecap Judy, Blackbird 24th and Black- 
bird 26th, three of perhaps as good cows 
of the breed as were ever sired by one bull 
but as Mr. Judy said of him (and he was 
his owner), “he could not win a green rib- 
bon in a cabbage patch”. It is not always 
the great show bulls that can produce the 
best unless they have some good females 
to go with them. 

I would like to have Prof. Holbert make a 
family tree of some of the great cows of the 
breed some day and see where it would lead. 
Like his tree of bulls I am sure it would 
be very interesting. He sure knows how 
to do it. My wife looked over my shoulder 
at the Aberdeen-Angus tree and remarked 
that “it would make a fine pattern for a 
quilt”. The professor probably did not 
know at the time he drew this tree that he 
might become famous for drawing crazy 
quilt patters as well as some of these crazy 
breeding patterns, for some times the longer 
we work at this mingling of blood lines and 
breeding business the less we begin to think 
we know about it, nevertheless come again 
Professor we enjoyed it. 

Then there were the two articles entitled 
“The Classifications” from the two Georges 
—Edwards and Porteous—both of these 
“Scotties” are good friends of mine and I 
have shown against them many times in the 
show ring, but I will have to give it to the 
Porteous steer this time for if Edwards 
waits for that big coarse bull for 5 years 
to fill out and then waits 3 or 4 years for 
his steers to come into their own I am 
afraid he will be out of luck and we all 
know Edwards has shown too many good 
steers at the International to make us be- 
lieve he took them off of that kind of a 
pattern. The place for the old bull and the 
old cow is at home in the breeding pen. The 
big fat old show bull is very seldom any 
good in the breeding pen and the same with 
the cow, so why keep them going in the 
show ring if they cannot produce, they are 
nice to look at but not profitable, so I 
would say give the Classifications to the 
younger ones. Heres hoping that the editor 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal may live 
to put out many more anniversary issues 
like the one of August, 1933.

Aas Aberdeen-Angus Grand Champion Steer 


The exhibits at the fourteenth Annual 
Baby Beef and pig club show, held in St. Jo- 
seph, Missouri, Oct. 3-5, 1933 was a cross 
section of the 4-H Club work in the hog and 
cattle projects being done in Iowa, Kansas, 
Missouri and Nebraska. Each of the states 
was represented with a good exhibit of 
cattle and hogs, the first time that the four 
states had all been represented in large 
numbers. 

The exhibits came from 38 counties and 
totaled 596 hogs and 358 cattle. These en- 
tries numbered the largest in the history 
of the show, and many voiced the opinion 
that the quality was improved over previous 
years. The distribution of awards among 
the various states indicate that each of the 
states is doing a good quality of 4-H Club 
work. 

The Aberdeen-Angus class was the larg- 
est for the breed in the history of the show. 
The steers throughout were well finished 
and of desirable type. The ten steers head- 
ing the class were unusually smooth, thick 
set and thickly covered. The same desir- 
able type and quality was evident through- 
out the class. This class furnished the 
grand champion steer of the show and the 
champion county group. Both came from 
the Nodaway County, Missouri, exhibit, 
which was unusually strong in doddies. 

The Hereford shown by Irus Souder, 
Richardson County, Nebraska, was reserve 
champion of the show and the first prize 
Shorthorn was shown by Derrell Swan, 
York County, Nebraska. 

The hog classes were judged by Prof. 
Arthur L. Anderson from the Iowa State 
College of Agriculture, the individual steers 
were judged by Fred Stemm, Chicago, IIli- 
nois, and the group classes by E. A. Trow- 
bridge, Chairman of the Animal Husbandry 
Department at Columbia, Missouri. All 
three of the judges praised the young exhi- 
bitors for the excellent quality of animals 
that they were showing and the improve- 
ment shown over previous years. 

The cattle and hogs were sold at auction 
the closing day of the show. The grand 
champion steer of the show was purchased 
by M. K. Goetz Brewing Company, St. Jo- 
seph, Missouri, the reserve champion steer 
was purchased by the St. Joseph Chamber 
of Commerce, and the first prize Shorthorn 
was purchased by the Union Pacific Rail- 
road. The sale was very satisfactory, the 
average price on 335 calves being $6.10 a 
hundred. Thirty-three of the calves were 
returned home for showing at later shows.

A POSTAGE STAMP 
FOR BEEF! 

The recent statement by Prof. H. J. 
Gramlich of the Nebraska College of Agri- 
culture that a lot of canned beef is coming 
in from Argentina and competing with our 
beef has brought a rise from the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. The department 
reports that more than nine million pounds 
came into the United States in seven 
months of this year, or about two million 
pounds in excess of imports for the whole 
of last year. 

With canning animals selling at public 
markets in the United States for less than 
a postage stamp per pound, one wonders 
what they are bringing in Argentina. But 
above all one wonders if our animals would 
not sell for more than a postage stamp if 
the foreign beef were completely barred. 


We are also importing other commodities 
that compete with our farm products. Can’t 
we have a campaign against such practices 
as intensive as the campaign to cut down 
production? Doesn’t seem just fair to cur- 
tail production at home while permitting 
the products of foreign farms to come in.— 
The Drovers Journal.

shows will suffer thereby. The 1933 New 
York State Fair is cited as an example. It 
is said that the putting into effect of this 
regulation kept away from this show many 
herds, causing greatly reduced numbers and 
keeping away many out of state herds thus 
reducing the value of the whole exhibition 
from an educational standpoint. 

Beef cattle breeders should be concerned 
and alarmed at the rapid advance that is 
being made by those boards in putting into 
effect this regulation. It does not seem 
that the test is sufficiently accurate to war- 
rant this rapid progress. Why not take it 
a bit easy until we discover what it is all 
about. It is time that breeders and show- 
men take it upon themselves to estop this 
procedure until such time as a dependable 
test can be created. Cattlemen surely have 
enough to contend with these days without 
having another barrier forced upon them. 
While the Journal believes that something 
positive should and will in time be worked 
out that will overcome this dread disease it 
can not whole heartedly subscribe to the 
regulations that are being set up through- 
out the country. 

Better investigate this matter NOW. Ap- 
ply some pressure where it will do some 
good,

The Aberdeen-Angus cattle were much in 
evidence in the steer show at the Pacific In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition at Port- 
land this year. It was the strongest Aber- 
deen-Angus steer exhibit for many years. 
The four agricultural colleges—Montana, 
idaho, Oregon, and Washington—each had 
good exhibits. Congdon & Battles, of Yak- 
ima, Washington, and Bell Bros., of Wood- 
land, California, were the other exhibitors. 

The Washington State College was suc- 
cessful in winning the blue ribbon in the 
summer yearling, senior, and junior calf 
classes, as well as the herd prize. All of the 
calves were sired by Prizemere 141st. The 
summer yearling, Black Lad 35th, a line- 
bred Prizemere 9th steer, was made cham- 
pion of ihe breed and later defeated the 
Shorthorn and Hereford champions for the 
grand championship of the show. 

In the carload classes, the tidy black bul- 
locks of Congdon & Battles won over the 
Shorthorn and Hereford entries. The car- 
lots were one of the best groups that has 
been exhibited at this show for several 
years. ;

Eugene of Hancock county, lowa, whether 
it pays to buy a herd bull of good quality. 
In the spring of 1931 Addis Greiman pur- 
chased at what he then considered a pretty 
long price tor the young buil Blackcap Re- 
peater 2d 446284, a double bred McHenry 
Blackeap bull sired by Blackcap Revolution 
Again, a full brother to the international 
grand champion Blackcap Revolution, to 
place at the head of his grade herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, which also includes 
a few registered cattle. 

One of the first bull calves to result from 
the use ot Blackcap Repeater was a son of 
an unregistered daughter of Black Marshall 
of Forest Hill 414311, bred by A. E. John- 
son & Son, of Kiron, lowa; sired by Black 
Marshall 15th by Earl Marshall and out of 
Forest Hill Ruth 2nd by Proud Eston 2d. 
The calf looked good to Eugene who per- 
suaded his “Dad” to steer the calf and let 
him feed the youngster out for his baby 
beef project. The calf did well under 
Eugene’s guidance and went to the North 
Iowa fair at Mason City in high spirits 
where he succeeded in winning the breed 
championship and then in the hottest of hot 
competition with veteran club showmen of 
outstanding skill showing calves of the 
other breeds Eugene’s calf climbed to top 
honors over all—the open grand champion- 
ship. 

Two hundred baby beeves were sold at 
the close of the show and that is where 
Eugene and his father and a great many 
others were positively and forever convinc- 
ed that good breeding counts and that good 
breeding in the bull counts above all things 
else. ‘the Greiman caif weighed close to 
1000 pounds and was sold at 42 cents per 
pound, bringing without premium money 
close to twice what the elder Greiman had 
paid for his bull. Luke B. Miller was the 
purchaser with many others bidding. 

The champion Hereford calf sold at 22 
cents per pound, and the champion Short- 
horn calf sold at 20 cents per pound. 

Professors A. B. Caine and P. S. Shearer, 
both of Ames Agricultural College did the 
judging and both men were highly pleased 
with the outstanding quality of the North 
Iowa show throughout. Carl Oldsen, state 
club director pronounced this as one of the 
outstanding shows of the year. The show 
was held the week preceding the Iowa State 
fair.
